WASHINGTON1, Aug. 26.—Information obtained regarding the plans of the war department for the 


mammoth fortress lo be erected at Cape Henry, Ya., disclosed the fact that the department intends, as rapidly 
as congress will permit, to replace (he guns now installed in all Hie coast fortifications of the country with 
gigantic sixteen inch rifles, excelling in power and accuracy any guns ever constructed before. With rifles of 
this character, army officers say, no hoslile warships would be able to get in range of the American coast 
forts before being subjected to a deadly fire. At present the coast defenses outside New York and other! 
seaport cities are manned by twelve and fourteen inch guns, with a range less than those of the gims on some ' 
of the biggest warships of Germany and England, including the British super-Dreadnought Queen Elizabeth 
which carries fifteen inch guns. The new sixteen inch rifle will exceed in power the two gnus of the same bore 
recently constructed for the Panama canal defenses, one of which is shown in the illustration. The latter 
have a total length each of forty-five feet, whereas the guns now planned will have a length of sixty-four 
feet and will be capable of hurling a projectile weighing a. ton almost twenty-five miles.

cident board has prepared a special 
study, covering 48 places of employ- 
ment and 56.587 employes, which shows 
that, as a result of its accident pre- 
vention propaganda, a reduction of 41.1 
per cent, in the amount of compensa- 
tion paid has been accomplished. The 
study compares 
two 
different 
six- 


months periods. July 1. 1913, to Dec. 
31, 1313, and July 1, 1914, to Dec. 31, 
1914, 
and indicates that employers of 


labor have within their power the abil- 
ity to keep rates of compensation in- 
surance down to a low level by cp- 
"operatlng with the industrial accident 
board in its general safety work, that 
is, the forming of safety shop organi- 
zations and the adoption of the rec- 
ommendations of Its inspectors to guard 
danger points. 


Over J7,000,000 was paid out In com- 


pensation benefits for the three years 
ending June 30, 1915. Taking the per- 
centage figure Indicated by this study 
as the proportion of the 
payments 


which could have been saved by the 
adoption of the hoard's safety propa- 
ganda. $2,870,000 was expended unnec- 
ess^rlly in compensating the victims 
of 
Industrial accidents. 
Tn 
other 


words, if employers as a. group co-op- 
erated with the state board, rates of 
insurance could be lowered In large 
degree and the workers of the state 
would be spared the loss of wages and 
the economic loss and physical suffer- 
ing w*hlch comes as the result of need- 
less Injuries. 


The study shows that during the 


period from July 1, 1913, to Dec. 31, 
1913, which will hereafter be referred 
to as "Group 1," the 48 employers re- 
ported 2403 accidents, as against 1901' 
for the corresponding' period in 1914, 
which will be referred to hereafter as 
"Group 2." The difference In 'favor of 
Groiip 2 Is 502. The number of dis- 
ability cases reported in Group 1 was 
1138 
against 907 in Group 2; a dif- 


ference of 231. There were 422 com- 
pensation cases in Group 1. against 301 
in No. 2; a difference of 121. Employes 
lost, as a result of injuries, a total of 
22,548 days in Group 1 and only 14.- 
237 In \he corresponding period, s. re- 
duction of 6075 days.

was 534,667 In the- period covered In 
Group ], and only 322.195 In the cor- 
responding period, a saving of H2.472.

ORDNANCE IN OUR COAST DEFENSES 


WASHINGTON*, Aug. 26.—Information obtained regarding the plans of the war department for the 


ranmmolh fortress to be creeled at Cape Henry, Va., disclosed the fact that the department intends, as rapidlj 
as congress will peruiii, fo replace Ihe guns now installed in all the coast fortifications of the country with 
gigantic sixteen inch rifles, excelling in power and accuracy any guns ever constructed before. With rifles ol 
this character, army officers say, no hostile warships would he able to get in range ofv,the American coas 
forts before being subjected to a deadly fire. At present the coast defenses outside N 
7ew York and other 


seaport cities ara manned by twelve and fourteen inch guns, with a range less than those of the guns on some 
of the biggest warships of Germany and England, including the British super-Dreadnought Queen Elizabeth 
which carries fifteen inch guns. The new sixteen inch rifle will exceed in power the two guns of the same bon 
recently constructed for the Panama canal defenses, one of which is shown in Ihe illustration. The latter 
have a total length each of forty-five feet, whereas the guns now planned will have a length of sixly-fon 
feet and will be capable of hurling a projectile weighing a ton almost twenty-five miles.

BOSTON. Aug. 27.—The Industrial ac- 


cident hoard has prepared a special 
study, covering 48 places of employ- 
ment and 56.587 employes, ;\vhich shows 
that, as a result of its accident pre- 
vention propaganda, a reduction of 4U1 
per cent, in the amount of compensa- 
tion paid has been accomplished. The 
study compares 
two 
different 
six- 


months periods. July 1, 1913, to Dec. 
31. 1313, and July 1, 1914, to Dec. H, 
1914, and Indicates that employers of 
labor have within their power the abil- 
ity to keep rates of compensation In- 
surance down to a.low level by co- 
operating with the industrial accident 
board In its general safety work, that 
is, the forming of safety shop organi- 
zations and the adoption of the rec- 
ommendations of its Inspectors to guard 
danger points. 


Over 57,000,000 was paid out In com- 


pensation benefits for the three years 
ending Juna 30, 1315. Taking the per- 
centage figure Indicated by this study 
as the proportion 
of 
the 
payments 


which could have heen saved by tho 
adoption of the board's safety propa- 
ganda, $2,870,000 was expended unnec- 
essarily in compensating the victims 
of 
Industrial 
accidents. 
Tn other 


words, if employers as a group co-op- 
erated with the state hoard, rales ot 
insurance could be lowered in large 
degree and the workers of the state 
would be spared the loss of wages and 
the economic loss and physical suffer- 
ing which comes as the result of need- 
less Injuries. 


The study shows that during the 


period from July 1, 1513. to Dec. 31. 
1913. which will hereafter be referred 
to as "Group 1," the 48 employers re- 
ported 2403 accidents, as against 1S01 
for the corresponding period In 1914, 
which will be referred to hereafter as 
"Group 2." The difference- In favor of 
Group 2 is 502. Tho number of dis- 
ability cases reported In Group 1 was 
JUS against 907 In Group 2; a dif- 
ference of 231. There were 422 com- 
pensation cases in Group 1, against 301 
in No. 2; a difference of 121. Employes 
lost, aa a result of injuries, a total of 
22,548 days in Group 1 nnd only 14,- 
237 in the corresponding period, d re- 
duction of 6075 days. 
The wage loss 


was ?34.6S7 In the period covered in 
Group I. and only $22.195 In the-cor- 
responding period, a saving of $12.472. 
The sum of J9035 was 
paid out In 


compensation In the first period and 
only $5329 In the second, ft saving of 
f3708, as the result of co-operative 
prevention work.
